: LIFE AMONG THE INDIANS. 

| The following is an extract from a 
‘work, entitled “Three Years in New 
| Mexico, and among the Camanches 
and other Indians west of the Missis- 
sippi, by Thos. James, of Illinois.“ 

| Accompany of eleven men, with 
the author, in 1841, were on the 
route to Santa Fe, and on a small 
branch ot Salt river, one of the most 
westerly tributaries of the Arkans i. 
had fallen in with near two thousand 
‘Camanche warriors. The Amer- 


pared to meet our fato, whatever it 
should be, like men. During this 
time, the lodges with the women and 
children, were fast disappearing, and 
the men. assembling before us on 
horseback and afoot, armed with guns, 
bows, and lances. The council on 
the hill, alter an zhour's council, des- 
cended, and we soon learned that our 


‘deaths were determined upon. Those 
Indians who leſore were sociable, 


were now distant and sulky. When 
spoken to by any of us they made no 
answer. 

The friendly chief and Big Stur 
who had taken no part in the council, 
now came and shock hands with us, 
and bade us farewell. I besought| 
them to stay with us; shaking their 
heads sorrowfully they went away. 

The press in front now greatly in- 
creased. Near two thousand warriors 
stood before and around us with the 
evident intention of making an attack, 
and appeared to be waiting the signal 
for an onslaught. We stood in a cir- 
cle, with our backs to the goods and 
saddles heaped up above all our heads; 
and with our rifles raised to our 
breasts, and our on the 
We were also armed with knives and 
tomabawks. Old Jemmy Wilson, 
seized an axe, having no gun, and 
swore he would hew his way as far 
as he could. Thus we s eleven 
against ten thousand, with death star- 
ing us in the face. All seemed to be 
unwiling to commence the bloody 
work. The suspense was awiul. | 
stood between John McKnight, and 
my brother, and noticed their counten- 
ances. McKoight’s face was white 
and his chin and lips were quivering. 
My brother, as brave a man as ever 
lived, looked desperate and determin- 
ed. Not aman but seemed bent to 
die in arms and fighting, and none 
were overcome by fear. 

Thus we stood near half an hour in 
deathly silence, at length the White 
Bear warrior, a chief dressed in » 
whole bear skin, with the claws hung-| 
ing over his hands, rode swiftly to 
wards us, through the crowd, with 
his lance in his hand, as if to annihilate 
us at once, but seeing the dangerous 
position he was in, he stopped short 
about five paces from us, and glared 
upon me with the most deadly malig. 
nity. Finding he could not reach me 
with his lance, he took out the pistol, 
examined the priming, tossed out the 
powder from the pan, reprimed, and 
again fixed his devilsh eyes full upon 
me. But he saw that! could fire first. 


cans were posted at the foot ofa 
maund. with the Camanche village or 
encampment between them and the 
iriver. They had been detained as 
prisoneis three days, aſter being rob- 
bed of most of their goods, when the 
following incidents occurred: 
During the night we were stoned 
bya party of boys from the mound 
in aur rear. They were at length dis- 
lodged by the exertions of a chieſ. and 
were left to our repose. But of rest 
there was none for us, though this was 
the third night which had been sleep- 
less to me and most of the men. Un- 
Hertain of our fate and exhausted with 
fatigue, watching and anxiety, we 
waited the issne of events. The sun 
rose to my mind with gloomy aspect, 
and every thing seemed to portend an 
evil fate toour litde band. Six of 
my horses had been taken in the 
night, and I ordered my men out 
to bring them back. The friend- 
ly chiefnow came to me with great 
concern and dejection in his counten- 
ance, and begeed of me not to leave 
my station or allow the men to go out. 
„Keep together,” said he, or “vou 
will all he killed. The men that go 
out will be murdered. Don't try to 
getback your horses.” I sow that 
the whole army were preparing to 
decamp, and pulling down their lodges. 
Sometime after sunrise, I perceived 
about fifty of the chiefs and older In- 
dians going up into the mound above 
us, in our rear, followed by a multi- 
tule of young warriors and boys; an 
old man turned and drove them back: 
the two friendly chiefs did not go up. 
Arrived at the top, this company form- 
ed a circle, sat down and smoked. 
Then one of their number commenced 


what seemed, from his gestures, tv 


and kept his pistol down. Here Mc 
Knight first broke dreadful silence, 
saying. “let us commence, James; 
you will be the first man killed; this 
suspense is worse thun death. The 
black chief is my mark.” I said no, 
McKnight, let us forbear, as long as 
they do; for us to begin is folly in the 
extreme; but as soon asa gun is fired. 
we must fire, rush in and sell our lives 
as dearly as possible. Ilere Kisher 
walked out with his gun over his head. 
gave it up, and passed into the crowd 
unmolested. In a minute afterwards 
we heard the cry from a distance. 
approaching nearer and nearer, of 
Tabbahon. Tabbahon. This I sup- 
pose | was on account of Kisher’s 
surrender. The cry increased and 
spread throughout the crowd. 
ing towards the southwest, whence 
the ¢ry arose, while the White-Bear’s 
attention was withdrawn, I saw six 
horsemen riding at full speed, and as 
they came nearer, we heard the words 
in Spanish, save them! save them! 
In a moment a Spanish office: 
‘rushed into our arms, exclaiming. 
thank God we are in time; are you 
all safe and unhurt. He said that he 
had heard of our danger by accident. 
‘that morning, and had ridden twenty 
miles to save us. All the circumstan- 
ces of our rescue we learned the next 
day. With joyousand thankful hearts 
{for our escape from a death that, five 
‘minutes before seemed inevitable, we 
prepared to depart with our preser- 
vers. I had bidden farewell, as | 
then thought for ever, to wife, child. 
home and all its endearments, and the 
thoughts of them were now overpow- 
ering to me. The Spani asked

They answered, that the 
Spanish Governor at Santa Fe had

RIGHTS. 

All men should be entitled to two kinds 
of rights: —natural and artificial. Nat- 
ural rights are embraced in life, liberts 
and the pursuits of happiness. Artificia’ 
rights consist of powers granted by lcg- 
islative enactment; hence the machinery 
of government. 

Now for a case in point. The state of 
granted the City of Nauvoo 
charter of “perpetual succession,” and 
that body had no more right to repeal i 
than the United States would have to ab 
rogate and mike void the Constitution of 
the state; or than Great Britain would 
have to abolish the Constitution of the 
United States--and the man that ue 
differently, is coward, a traitor to his 
own rights ond atyrant; no odds what 
Blackstone, Kent, or Story may have 
written to make themselves and their 
namos popular, to the contrary. 
If the Legislature gronted a charter of 
“perpetual succession” and they had nr 
such power, they were a elan of knaver 
in high places: ifthey had the power. 
theo. the legislature that repealed the 
Charter of ‘perpetual succession” were 
a set of licenced robbers, plundering an 
innocent people with impunity. Each 
body is welenme to the honor or disgrace. 
hang upon which horn of the dilemme 
they please. 
The act repealing the Nauvoo charter. 
wasan sssumption of might not a pre- 
rogative of right. 
Meo do not enjoy all their rights in any 
government now existing. They waive 
tne right by appointing men to make 
la ws for the safety and convenience of 
the whole, allowing the majority to gov 
ero. But this is no criterion, or standard 
fo suit the wants and capacities of the 
people. Every man is above the law. 
and can act as he pleases if he does not 
interfere with his neighbor's right. 
This is clearly taught in tho great 
foundation of all law, the ten command. 
ments. fluman law, the artificial con 
trivence of intellect, is not binding upon 
any honest man; nor should it be any 
more than the creeds and dogmas of big- 
ots. Laws are for transgressors. 
The Lgislsturo have repealed the 
Nauvoo charter; and what thea? why. in 
so doing: the people of Nauvoo are leſt to 
their own resources. Instead of being 
protected, they have been plundered with 
impunity., Who is to bear the loss of the 
private rights which have been infringed 
upon by this repeal? Can a private indi- 
vidual sue a Sovereign State? Where 
will the Lieutenant General, the Majer 
Generals, &c, take rank accordiug to 
their grade and date of commission? 
--There is no discharge io this war 
these questions will have to be answered, 
and the foundation and stability of the 
government tried, 
Men hive a right to petition and protest; 
ind if either is unheeded by those en 
trusted with powers, they, the peopl», (ap- 
pressed) have what is denominated th. 
reserved right of protecting themselve> 
from insult, 
Nor is it less legal for an insulted indi- 
vidual or community to resist oppress lot. 
For this reason, until the blood of Juseph 
and Hyrum Smith has beer atoged for, 
by hanging, shooting, or slaying in some 
manner, every person eng»ged in tha! 
cowardly, mean assassinat.on, vo Latter 
day Saint shou'd give himself up to the 
law: forthe presumption is, that they will 
murder him ia the same manner. The 
government has not redeemed the broker 
faith of the State; but upon the conirary, 
allowed an indicted murderer tosit in th 
Legislative Halls, ‘whereby the whole 
State becomes accesvory to the crime!

Mr. Editor: —Permit me through your 
paper to offer a few reflections on what | 
conceive to be the the moral character of 
a lawyer. 

The vulgar notion is, that lawyers are 
seliom honest men. Because our profes. 
sion abounds in opportunities for’ the 
practice of tricks, sophistry, stratagem, 
and chicanery ; and because occasionally, 
lawyers have been found, who will stoop 
io these vile expedienis ; the exceptions 
are perversely mute ken for the genes! 
rule, and the more ignorant part of the 
community seem really to believe that 
the conscience of every lawyar can 
be bought and sold; they also affect to 
find scripture authority for this prejudice, 
in the woe so emphatically denounced 
upon lawyers; not knowing that a very 
different set of Inwyers are there anath: 
ematized. But the most efficient cause 
of this wholesale libel upon the profession 
of law, is to be found in the fact that, with 
with few exceptions, wherever you find 
a lawyer introduced into the popular fic- 
tions of the day, you find him represented 
as an arrent knave; I need not refer to 
instances. for hundreds will suggest them- 
selves. You can scarcely call to miad 
a novel or a drama where a lawyer figs 
ures at all, in which he is not made use 
of to help out some infamous scheme of 
villiany. Io fact | have heard this very 
circumstance made use or adduced 
prove that rascality must be a prominent 
attribute of the profession z but be the 
cause of the misrepresentation what it 
may, we know the fact to be, that popu» 
lar sentiment is generally against ws, ia 
asmuch that the question is often asked 
whether the world would not be better 
off without lawyers; no doubt it would 
he a happy state of society in which law 
yers could be entirely dispensed with, for 
it would be that perfect state in which 
laws themselves would be superfluous ;— 
and it may also be admitted, that just 
ia proportion as law becomes simple and 
certain, the demand for lawyers will 
yrow less, because litigation which is 
the'r element will be correspondingly 
diminished; but so long as the litigious 
spirit exists among mankind, and the ua 
ertainty which belongs tq all human als 
fairs, furnishes occasion for its exerrise, 
the principle which requires a division of 
‘abor in all other cases, will requireti al 
so in ths; and we may safely cunclude, 
that a distinct class of mer, will always 
be required to conduct the litigation of 
their fellow men, indeed those who join 
in the obloquy so generally cast upon 
lawyers, seem to forget that in so doing 
they reproach mankind en masse. Lei 
the demand for lawvers be diminished, aad 
the supply will correspond. Let mes 
cease to be contentious, and be always 
ready to do right without compulsion, aud 
lawyers will not trouble ihem. 

But while it is evident, that without 
dishorest clients there would be no dix 
honest lawyers; and as a profession we 
are grossly belied by this. indiscriminate 
censure, yet it may perhaps be safely 
admiited that the standard of professional 
ethics, is not always as elevated as the 
honor of the profession requires it should 
be. In fact it is by no means ensy to Az 
the precise standard ; there is bot perhaps 
a mors difficult question io chemistry, 
than that, which every lawyer has to de 
cide ; in determining the nature and et 
tent of his professional obligation. We 
have this however to learn in the oulsel, 
that in becowing attorneys, we do neo 
cease to Le moral agents, that in pledg: 


ing Our services to our clients, we do 90 


also pledge to them our congglences; and 


tberclore no principle can justify us 


~c do ag. or cur clients in requiring us @ 
do for them what we should blush 10 
ib ok of doing for ourselves. 

lt is alse obvious that even on selfish 
princip'es, honesty is the best policy ſor s 
wer, as it is for all other men; ® 
herefure that in consulting with clieot 
weare votenty morally nd to tell 
thems fraukly our real opinion, but it is d 
werest to do an, because otherwise we 
shou dsem cease to be consulted. P 

Again it is clear mat in conducting 
proce edinss through the various stages ¢ 
itgahon, we can never be justified in 
attempting to mislead either the court of 
jury, by wilfully musrepresenting the law 
or the fucts; thus far there can be 0° 
1oom for hesitation, But if a lawyer be. 
lieves that his client has the wrong 
of the cause, and have candidly told bun 
70, he is then 1 ia undertaking N. 
cause, if he ld persist in haviog u 
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gated. This is a question of no small 
ee ity, and jt arises im two classes uf 
firstly, when he believes 
jaw to de agarnst nim aod secondly, 
though the lew may be with him, 
ide abstract justice of the cnse is 
reat bim: with regard to the first, 
des be thinks the law to be against him, 
— tem that after ro informing him. 
be should still-persist he need not hesi- 
aie to act for him, for he is not infallible, 
yd peradventure the law mav turn out 
» bathe other way, or he may hive jus- 
seg on his side, though the law may 
40 h be against him, and in either case 
be gught not to be cut off from the chances 
The chief difficulty then, arisos ia the 
class of cases, where he believes 
right and justice to be against his client 
ough the law may be with him; but 
den here | have come to the conclusion 
that no principle of moral obligation pro 
pibite me from presenting his cause. In 
the first place, I am not an infallible 
judge of right end wrong and possibly | 
may be mistaken, but at all events. | am 
pot his conscience keeper, | undertake 
only to assert his legal rights, end if io 
so doing | make vse of no chicanery 
ot deception, I come out of the cue 
vith clean hands ; the question of abstrart 
tic is with him and not with me, end 
am as mech justified ia conducting hir 
muse as the judge is in deciding it for 
him. But there is another more compre 
hensive view conducting to the same re 
wit. Every man as a general condition 
of the social compact, has the right to 
have his case fairly presented before th 
court, aod it is the prom'se of cor nel to 
assist him in 80 doing. Now althouzh 
there may be particalsr cnscs considered 
by themselves, which ought not to be 
prosecuted, yet as no line of demirkation 
con. be drawn befotehand to indicat 
shich these are; if it were the duty o! 
council to decide in each case, the prelim 
inary moral question. whether they ought 
to undertake it, their decision ngainst any 
case would be pre judging of its merits 
which might operate prejudically upon th 
final result aud on this account it isa 
good general rule. that counsc!or are not to 
be beld responsible for the moral chirac 
ter of the cause they advocate, byt only 
for the manner in which they discharge 
their duty z. professional cunning may 
some'imes gain fora lawver a transien! 
advantage, but professional integrity car 
slope establish a lasting reputation.
